Windrush: 
How to claim 


THE Windrush 
Compensation Scheme is 
available for those who 
have ‘suffered a loss’ 
because they could not 
easily demonstrate their 
right to live in the UK. 

Itis open to anyone from any 
Commonwealth country — 
not just the Caribbean — who 
arrived before 1 January 
1973, and those with a ‘right 
of abode’ or ‘settled status’ 
who arrived in the UK before 
31 December 1988, 
regardless of nationality. 

As well as those directly 
affected, it also covers family 
members and carers who 
may have been impacted 
financially, emotionally 

or otherwise. 

Compensation could be 

paid for loss of employment, 
immigration fees incurred, 
loss of tenancy and being 
made homeless, impact on 
health and education, 
non-access to banking, 
wrong detention and 
removal, and general impact 
on ‘normal daily life’.

Every 10 years the 
ONS runs the census — a 
nationwide survey of the 
population and housing — 
in England and Wales. 

The census is the only 
survey which provides a 
detailed picture of the 
entire population. 

It informs many decisions 
both nationally and locally 
on issues like diversity, and 
on the provision of key 


services like school places, 
hospital beds, GP and 
dentist services, where to 
build houses and roads, as 
well as business decisions as 
to where to invest in. 

The next census, 
scheduled for March 2021, 
will be ‘digital-first’. For the 
first time, the census will be 
predominantly online, but 
help will be available for 
those unable to fill in the 
census in that way.

Mayor’s column 


How Government cuts are 
affecting Hackney Council 


NEARLY a decade after Government cuts first hit, councils 
like Hackney are still having to think about how to balance 
the books each year, to make sure we can continue 
delivering the vital services you need, want and expect. 
Since 2010, we have lost more than 50 per cent of the 
budget we get to spend on your local services, which 
means we’ve had to make more than £140 million of 
savings. We’ve always opposed this austerity, but still had 
to balance the books, through cutting management and 
back office costs, redesigning services, insourcing services, 
renegotiating contracts, reducing our office footprint and 
increasing the income we receive through fees, charges, 
commercial rents, and more recently and regrettably, 
increasing council tax. 

That way, despite the second highest levels of central 
Government cuts in the country, we’ve fought hard 

to protect frontline services. But this is getting more 
challenging every year, as the cost of austerity — with cuts 
to other public services like the NHS and damaging welfare 
reform — means that demand for our services is growing 

all the time. We’re looking after more vulnerable children, 
the cost of supporting adults is going up, and the number of 
people becoming homeless continues to soar every year. 
After the Chancellor announced his pre-election spending 
spree earlier this month, people asked me if that means we 
no longer have to worry about our finances. Unfortunately 
the reality couldn’t be further from the truth. 

We must be clear that these funding pledges are for one 
year only, and do nothing to reverse the damage of nine 
years of cuts and the dismantling of the welfare system. 
For example, £700 million for special needs education is 
half of what schools and families across the country need. 
The short term, £1.5 billion boost for social care is clever 
Government spin, part-funded by an assumed council tax 
increase by all local authorities, and goes nowhere near to 
covering the £2.5 billion gap in funding. 

Meanwhile the Fair Funding Review, which is due 

to now come into effect from 2021/22, will remove 
important funding considerations such as deprivation and 
homelessness rates from the formula the Government uses 
to calculate funding for boroughs. Some of the key issues 
that affect inner city areas like Hackney will effectively be 
ignored by the Government as they make funding decisions. 
We need to plan to save a further £25 million. To do this, we 
need to make the Council smaller, and even more efficient, 
so we have launched a voluntary redundancy programme. 
And we will need to look hard at the services we provide 
and work out where we can save money whilst minimising 
the impact on residents. 

We won’t know for sure how much funding we'll have until 
the Chancellor confirms it in December, so over the coming 
months we'll also be talking to residents about how they 
use particular services, including parks and green spaces 
and our libraries. We are making a commitment to involve 
residents in decisions, and in helping to shape savings. 

It’s absolutely vital that we plan for the long term, even if 
the Government won't. We’re still committed to providing 
first class public services, tackling inequality, and investing 
in Hackney through building new Council homes, renewing 
our schools, improving air quality — working together to 
make Hackney fairer, safer, and more sustainable.

ID you know that 

Bermuda had its 

first ever Pride 

last month?”, 
asks Virginia Wilson, 
better known as Gin - the 
organiser of Faggamuffin 
Bloc Party. 

Launched in 2018, it 
was an immediate success, 
and remains the UK’s only 
carnival sound system run 
and curated by queer people 
of colour. 

But back, for the moment, 
to Bermuda’s Pride. Gin 
says: “I so wanted to go 
but couldn’t afford tickets. 

I sat watching it on social 
media, crying. People were 
singing ‘We Are Family’. 
Bermudians were all joining 
in these gay anthems, they 
even imported rainbow 
flags onto the island for the 
occasion. It was beautiful 
to watch. And it hit me, this 
is why Faggamuffin is so 
important to me. 


“When I was growing up 
in Bermuda there was no 
legislation that protected 
you from discrimination or 
abuse on the basis of your 
identity asa lesbian, gay, 
bisexual, transgender, queer, 
intersex, plus (LGBTQI+) 
person. There was a lot 
of violence against our 
community, especially if you 
were black Bermudian.” 

As a kid, Gin tried to 
be out and proud. They 
continue: “Id wear shirts 
that read: ‘come out, come 
out, wherever you are’. But 
around me, there was fear 
and secrecy. I would have 
loved to have something 
that let me celebrate my 
blackness, my Caribbean 
heritage and my LGBTQI+ 
identity. I didn’t know there 
was this hole in my heart, 
until it was filled.” 

Gin moved to the UK on 
their own, aged 19, and 
drifted around London until 
settling in Hackney a couple 
of years ago. Gins says: “It’s 
been quite a journey to find 
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my blackness, Caribbean 
heritage and LGBTQI+ identity 


my corner and my network, 
to reach a point where I can 
slow down and feel like P’ve 
got acommunity. But ’m 
beginning to feel like here, in 
Hackney, I’m at home.” 

A multi-talented DJ, 
venue manager, events 
producer and drag king, 
Gin soon became a leading 
member of DJ collectives 
Nite Dykes, Goldsnap 
and Resis’dance. They 
developed a reputation 
for giving women, gender-

| would’ve loved to have 
something that let me celebrate 
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nonbinary and working- 
class artists a platform. They 
have also been instrumental 
in introducing safer-space 
policies to London’s late- 
night venues. 

Gin says: “Safer 
spaces protect everyone. 
Evolutionary Arts Hackney 
[EartH], where I’ve been 
working for the last year, 
was one of the first to have 
a safer space policy in place 
all the time, not just for 
queer events.”

Little surprise then, that 
when the Council sought 
to make sure Hackney 
Carnival was as inclusive as 
possible, organisers wanted 
to work with a group that 
included Gin. 

They explain: “The 
Council did a call out for 
Hackney-based queer 
people of colour who 
wanted to develop a project 
as part of the Hackney Pride 
365 programme. We met 
last March for the first time 
and started throwing these 
huge ideas around. Someone 
mentioned a carnival sound 
system. All of a sudden, it 
became a reality. 

“We were putting 
together a line-up of 
DJs and performers that 
featured only queer people 
of colour. There was a fear 
the Caribbean community 
wouldn’t accept us, 
especially as there’d not 
been an openly queer stage 
like this at carnival before. 

“We were nervous about 
being loud and proud. 
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We brainstormed sound 
system names that were 
more subtle, like ‘One Love’ 
and then the group had 
an epiphany. We thought: 
f*** it, We don’t want to 
hide anymore. We have an 
opportunity here. We can be 
at the centre of a celebration 
of Caribbean tradition we’ve 
often felt excluded from. We 
can start conversations. We 
can help other people feel 
seen. We’re going to take up 
as much space and make as 
much noise as we can.” 

Faggamuffin Bloc Party 
was born. And it was 
an immediate, family- 
friendly, free, inclusive and 
fabulously queer success. 

“That first year, we filled 
the space. This year, it was 
even more packed. Now 
we’re working towards 
hosting other bloc parties 
at other carnivals. We’re 
figuring out how to make it 
bigger without losing that 
independent spirit.” 

Maybe one day, Gin can 
even take it to Bermuda.

HERE have 

been market stalls 

on Ridley Road 

since the 1880s, 
but none of them have 
been quite like the one 
photographer Tamara 
Stoll set up in 2017. 

“Thad started 
photographing the market 
in 2011, when I lived on 
the high street, just a couple 
of minutes away,” she says. 

“T was so interested in 
the different shapes it took 
at different times of the 
day, but most of all it was 
the interactions I had — the 
people I would meet, the 
things I would hear.” 

She began taking 
intimate portraits of the 
market — of its traders, 
but also its landscape, its 
products and its produce. 
At the same time, she began 
a hunt for other historic 
photos of the road. 

Hackney Archives shared 
photos of the market dating 
back from the 1930s to the 
1980s, but Tamara wanted 
something more. 

So, in 2017, she set up 
her market stall. She says: 
“T produced a set of Ridley 
Road postcards and, on 
the stall, I traded them for 
stories about the market. 

“People were curious. I 
brought photos from the 
Hackney Archives too, 
and people would look for 
family members, they’d 
spot their mums in the 
background and tell me, 
‘T’ve been coming here since 
I was a toddler in the 50s.’ 

“T got a real sense of 
continuity and community 
through history. Some of 
the traders told me they 
were third, fourth or 
even fifth-generation 
traders too; that’s a very 
strong community.” 

Tamara recorded these 
conversations, which 
totalled about 150 by the 
end of the summer. 

She says: “People shared 
their memories of the 
market, their perspectives 
on how its changed and 
what its future might look 


like. Some people stayed 
a few minutes, some for 
an hour.” 

One visitor to her stall 
told her about the vast 
collection of historic photos 
that had been unearthed at 
the Rio Cinema during its 
recent renovation and to 
which Tamara was granted 
access. People began to 
share their own family 
snaps too. 

She recalls: “One trader 
brought a framed photo, 
probably straight from 
someone’s front room.” 

Between these voices,

had amassed, she found 
herself in possession of a 
vibrant impression of the

in the community and 
through history. A 
book was born - ‘Ridley 
Road Market’. 

“Tt’s not a history book,” 
she stresses, “but yes, it will 
give people a sense of life 


and culture on the market 
through the ages.” 

Her market stall 
conversations are whittled 
down to short snippets 
and scattered throughout 
the book, between 
photos, so that the whole 
impression is rather like 
that of walking through the 
market, hearing snatches of 
conversation as you go. 

“Ridley Road market is 
where the world meets,” 
writes Ken Worpole, social 
historian and a Hackney 
resident since 1969. 

Adding: “No one has 
captured its vibrancy and 
humanity better than 
Tamara Stoll. Her book is 
now the definitive record of 
one of the most historic and 
colourful street markets of 
London, if not the world.” 

Tamara is currently 
crowdfunding to ensure 
the book is made and 
distributed. A number of 
books will be sold on a stall 
on Ridley Road with all 
profits going to the ‘Save 
Ridley Road’ campaign. 

There are 75 of Tamara’s 
own photographs inside, as 
well as 60 archival images 
from the Rio and Hackney 
Archives, plus 150 personal 
narratives of traders and 
customers. 

The crowdfunder, which 
closes on 11 October, 
seeks to ensure that copies 
are also donated to local 
schools within a mile of 
the market ‘as a resource of 
local knowledge for 
the next generation of 
Hackney citizens’. 

“The book came from 
the market,” she says, “and 
I want it to return to the 
market too.”

Peas are a great source of fibre and protein. Fibre slows the release of glucose into 
our bloodstream and can help to keep our blood sugar levels steadier throughout the 
day. Because fibre feeds the healthy bacteria in your gut, pea fibre may also improve 


your gut health. 


These fritters are quick to make and store well for a few days in the fridge. They can 
be eaten on their own as breakfast-on-the-go or as a snack. For a bigger meal, serve 


with a salad. 


Pea fritters 
Makes 8 fritters 


Ingredients 

© 500g peas (frozen ones are fine) 

e3 eggs 

2 spring onions, chopped 

© 130g flour (we used gram flour for 
extra protein) 

e 1 tsp baking powder 

e | handful of fresh herbs (eg basil, 
parsley, mint) 

| tsp cayenne pepper or chilli flakes 

¢ Zest of 1 lemon 

e Freshly ground black pepper 

e 75g feta cheese 

e Olive oil, for cooking 


Method 


e If using frozen peas, cover with 
boiling water for 5 minutes to 
defrost them, then drain

¢ Option 1: If you have a food processor or blender, 
blend half of the peas, the eggs, spring onions, 
flour, baking powder, spices, fresh herbs and lemon 
zest together 

¢ Option 2: If you do not have a food processor or 
blender, mash half of the peas, then stir in the eggs. 
In another bowl, mix the flour, spices and baking 
powder then combine with the pea and egg mixture. 
Finely chop the spring onions and herbs and add 
them to the mix 

¢ Both options: Mix in the other 250g peas and the 
crumbled feta cheese. Add 1 teaspoon of olive oil to a 
frying pan and turn on the heat to medium-high. Use 
a tablespoon to spoon the batter into the pan. Cook 
for 2 minutes, then use a spatula to flip and cook the 
other side until lovely and golden 

e Serving suggestion: Serve with a salad of your 
choice, wholemeal pitta breads and natural or Greek 
yogurt with finely chopped fresh mint (optional).

Have your say on traffic reduction in Walford Road 


THE Council is carrying 
out further consultation on 
proposals to reduce traffic 
and improve road safety in 
Walford Road, Brighton 
Road and Nevill Road. 

The consultation comes 
after an April decision by 
the Council’s Cabinet to 
carry out more research on 
option B of the original 
Walford Road proposals, 
which were consulted on 
last year. 

The proposals, if 
implemented, would see 
road closures introduced on 
Nevill Road, between 
Clonbrock Road and 
Osterley Road; on 
Clonbrock Road at its 
junction with Nevill Road; 
and on Allen Road at its 
junction with Nevill Road. 

This would reduce 
traffic on Walford Road, 
Brighton Road and the 
southern part of Nevill 
Road, making them better 
for walking and cycling — 
especially along Cycle

Superhighway 1 (CS1). 

If the proposal was to be 
implemented, the section of 
the CS1 on Nevill Road, 
between Allen Road and 
Osterley Road, would no 
longer be used as a rat run. 

This should reduce the 
amount of traffic, vehicle 
speeds and crashes. 

There would be an 
increase in the amount of 
traffic in some parts of the 
surrounding area. As a 
consequence, the Council 
commissioned air quality 
modelling, which was 
carried out by air quality 
consultants CERC. This is 
available to view in the 


consultation documents. 

The Council has also been 
carrying out engagement on 
its successful bid to the 
Mayor of London’s Air 
Quality Fund to reduce 
traffic on Stoke Newington 
Church Street and proposals 
to introduce School Streets 
at William Patten and St 
Mary’s schools.
